ate, relative to the execution of the act to 
regulate trade ami intorconrse with tlic In- 
dian Tribes, and to preserve peace on the 
frontier, passed theSOth of March, 1802. 


FEBHUAKY 22, 1831. 


To the Senate of the If. Slates : 


I have received your resolution of the 


I5lh instant, requesting me."to inform 
theSenate whether the provisions of the 
art entitled 'An act to regulate trade 
and intercourse with the Indian tribes, 
arm iu preserve peace on the frontiers,' 
passed the 30th of March, 1802, have 
been fully complied with on the part of 
the U. States'Government, and, if they 
have not, that he inform the Senate of 
the reasons that have induced the gov- 
ernment to decline the enforcement of 
said act :'' and I now reply to the same. 


According to my views of ihe act re- 


ferred to, I am not aware of any omis- 
sion to carry into effect its provisions 
in relation to trade and intercourse with 
the Indian tribes, so far as their execu- 
tion depended on the agency confided 
to the Executive. 


The numerous provisions of that act, 


designed lo secure to the Indians the 
peaceable possession of their lands,may 
be reduced, substantially, to the follow- 
ing : That the citizens of the U. States 
are restrained, under sufficient penal- 
ties, from entering upon the lands, for 
the purpose of hunting thereon, or of 
settling them, or of giving their horses 
and cattle the benefit of a range upon 
them, or of travelling through them, 
without a written permission ; and that 
the President of the U. States is autho- 
rised to employ the military force of 
the country to secure the observance of 
thesp provisions. 
The authority to the 


President, however, is not imperative. 
The language is,"it shall be lawful for 
the President to take such measures, 
and to employ such military force as he 
may judge necessary to remove from 
lands belonging to or secured by treaty 
to any Indian tribe, any citizen who 
shall make a settlement thereon." 


By the 19th section of this act, it is 


provided that nothing in it "shall be 
construed to prevent any trade or inter- 
course with the Indians living on lands 
surrounded by settlements of citizens, 
of the United States, and being within 
the ordinary jurisdiction of any of the 
individual States." This provision I 
have interpreted as being prospective in 
its operation, and as applicable not on- 
!y to Indian tribes, which at the date of 
the passage were subject to the jurisdic- 
tion of any State, but to such also as 
should thereafter become so. To this 
construction of its meaning I have en- 
deavored to conform,and have taken no 
steps inconsistent with it. As soon, 
therefore,as ihe sovereign power of the 
Slate of Georgia was exercised, by an 
extention of her laws, throughout her 
limits, and I had received information 
of the same, orders were given to with- 
draw from the State the troops which 
had been detained to prevent intrusion 
upon the Indian lands within it; and 
these orders were executed. 
The rea- 


sons which dictated them shall be 
frankly communicated. 


The principle recognised in the sec- 


lion last quoted was not for the first 
time then avowed. 
It is conformable 


lo the uniform practice of ihe Govern- 
ment before the adoption of the Consti- 
tution, and amounts to a distinct recog- 
nition by Congress, at that early day, 
of ihe doctrine that that instrument had 
not varied the powers of ihe Feberal 
Government over Indian affairs from 
what they were under the articles of 
confederation. It is not believed that 
there is a single instance in the Legis- 
lation of the country in which the In- 
dians have been regarded as possessing 
political rights, independent of the con- 
trol and authority of the State within 
the limits of which they reside. 
As 


curly as the year 3732, the Journal of 
Congress v/5i2 show thai no claim of 
such a character was countenance?! by 
that body. 
In iliat year the applica- 


tion of a tribe of Indians residing in 
South Carolnia to have, certain trarls 
of land which had been reserved for 
their use in that Stale, secured to them, 
free from intrusion, and without the 
right of alienating them, even with 
their own consent, was brought lo the 
^onsifleratjon of Congress by a re port 
m.-rn the Secretary of War. 
The re- 


solmioj) ivhi'h was adopted on that oc- 
casion is as follows : 


^HcsilwL That it be 


to the Legisl iture of South Carolina to 
take such me'isijr''s for the satisfaction 
and security of sVirl tribes as the said 
LegJsjdt'jre in their wisdom may think 
5:." 


Here Is no assertion of iKe right of 


Congrcs*, under th<i articles of corjfed- 
craliori, to iritcrfi-TC. with iho jurisdic- 
t<or, o," the Sta'/:,, over Indians within 
tnc«r lirr^l.s ; b;,l rather a negation of it. 
Tf.ey ref«jse<~: to interfere with the sub- 
ject, and referred it, under a general 
recommendation, back to the State, to 
be disposed of as her wisdom might de- 
cide. 


If, in addition to this act and the lan- 


guage of the articles of confederation, 
any thing further can be wanting lo 
show the early views of theOovernment 
on Ihe subject, it will he found in the 
proclamation issued by Congress in 
1781. It contains this language : "The 
U. States in Congress assembled, have 
thought proper to issue their proclama- 
tion, and they do thereby prohibit and 
forbid all -persons from making settle- 
ments on lands inhabited or claimed by 
Indians, without the limits or jurisdic- 
tion ol'|any particular Stale." 
And a- 


gain : 


"Jiesolucd, That the preceding mea- 


sures of Congress relative to Indian af- 
fairs, shall not be construed to effect the 
territorial claims of any of the Slales, 
or their legislative rights within their 
respective limits." 


It was not then pretended that the 


General Government had the power, in 
their relations with the Indians, to con- 
trol or oppose the internal policy of the 
individual States of this Union ; and if 
such was the case under the articles of 
confederation, the only question on the 
subject since must rise out of some 
enlarged power or authority given to 
the General Government by ihe present 
Constitution. 
Does any such exist ? 


Amongst the enumerated grants of the 


Constitution, that which relates to the 
subject is expressed in these words:— 
"Congress shall have power to regulate 
commerce with ihe Indian tribes." In 
the interpretation of this power, we 
ought certainly to be guided by what 
had been the practice of the Govern- 
ment, and the meaning which had been 
generally attached to the resolves of 
the old Congress, if the words used to 
convey it do not clearly import a diffe- 
rent one, as far as it affects the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction in the individual 
States. 
The States ought not to be di- 


vested of any part of their antecedent 
jurisdiction, by implication or doubt- 
ful conslruction 
Tested by this rule, 


it seems lo me to be unquestionable, 
that the jurisdiction of the States is left 
untouched by this clause of the Consti- 
tution, and that it was designed to give 
to the General Government complete 
control over the trade and intercourse 
of those Indians only who were not 
within the limits of any State. 


From a view of these acts referred to, 


and the uniform practice of theGovern- 
ment, it is manifest that, until recently, 
it has never been maintained that the 
right of jurisdiction by a State, over 
Indians within its territory, was subor- 
dinate to the power of the Federal Go- 
vernment. That doctrine has not been 
enforced, nor even asserted, in any of 
theSlales of New £ngland,where tribes 
of Indians have resided, and where a 
few of them yet remain. 
These tribes 


have been left to the undisturbed con- 
trol of the States in which they were 
found, in conformity with the view 
which has been taken of the opinions 
prevailing up to 1789, and the clear in- 
terpretation of the act of 1802. 
In the 


State of New York, where several 
tribes have resided, il has been the pol- 
icy of ihe Government to avoid enter- 
ing into quasi-treaty engagements with 
them, barely appointing Commission- 
ers occasionally on the part of the U. 
States, lo facilitate the objects of the 
Slate in its negotiations with them. 


The southern Stales present an ex- 


ception to this policy. As early as 1784 
the settlements within the limits of N. 
Carolina were advanced further to the 
west than the authority of the Slate to 
enforce an obedience of its laws; others 
were in a similar condition. The ne- 
cessities, therefore, and not the acknow- 
ledged principles of the Government, 
must have suggested the policy of 
treating with the Indians in lhal quar- 
tcr,as the only practicable mode of con- 
ciliating their good will. The U. S. 
at that period bad just emerged from a 
protracted war for the achievement of 
their independence. At the moment of 
its conclusion, many of these tribes, as 
powerful as they were ferocious in their 
mode of warfare, remained in arms, 
desolating our frontier settlements.— 
Under these circumstances, the first 
treaties, in 1735 and 1700, with the 
Cherokees. were concluded by the Go- 
vernment of the U. States, and were e- 
virkntly sectioned as measures of ne- 
cessity, adapted to the character of the 
Indians, and indispensable to the peace 
and security of ihe western frontier.— 
But they cainiot be understood as chan- 
ging ihe political relations of ihe Indi- 
ans to the States, or to the Federal Go- 
vernment. 
To cited this vould ha\e 


required the operation of quite a differ- 
ent principle, and tin- intervention of a 
tribmial higher than tb.it of the tit'aty 
making power. 


To infer from the assrn: of ihr Gov- 


ernment it- this dcisa'iojj from the prac- 
tice which bad beiore governed it* in- 
tercourse with tbf Indians, and the ac- 
cidental forbearance of ihe States to as- 
sert their right of jurisdiction over 
them, that they had surrendered this 
portion of their sovereignty, and that 
its assumption now is usurpation, is 
conceding too much to the necessity 
which dictated those treaties, and do- 
ing violence to the principles of the Go- 
venirnci.t and the rights of the Slate,

without benefiting in the least degree 
the Indians. 
The Indians, thus situa- 


ted, cannot be regarded in any other 
light than members of a foreign Gov- 
enimcnt, or thai of the Slate within 
•whose chartered limits they reside. 
If 


in the former, the ordinary legislation 
of Congress in relation to them is not 
warranted by the Constitution, which 
was established for the benefit of our 
own, not of u. foreign people : if in the 
latter, then, like other citizens or peo- 
ple resident within the limits of the 
State, they are subject to their jurisdic- 
tion and control. 
To maintain a con- 


trary doctrine, and to require the Exe- 
cutive to enforce a by the employment 
of a military force, would be to place 
in his hands a power to make war upon 
the rights of the Stales and the liber- 
ties of the country—u power which 
should be placed in the hands of no in- 
dividual. 


If, indeed, the Indians are to be re- 


garded as people possessing rights 
•which they can exercise independently 
of the States, much error has arisen in 
the inlercouse of the Government with 
them. 
Why is it that they have been 


called upon to assist in our wars, with 
out the privilege of exercising their 
own discretion ? 
If an independent 


people, they should, as such, be con- 
sulted and advised with ; but they have 
not been. In an order which was is- 
bued to me from the War Department, 
in September, 1814, this language is 
employed: "All the friendly Indians 
should be organized and prepared to 
co-operate with your other forces — 
There appears to be some clissalisfac 
lion among the Chociaws; their friend- 
ship and services should be secured 
without delay. 
The friendly Indians 


must be fed and paid, and made to fight 
when and where (heir services may he, re- 
quired.1' 
From independent and for- 


eign people, this would seem 10 be as- 
suming, I should suppose, rather too 
lofty a lone; one which the Govern- 
ment would not have assumed if they 
had considered them in that light. A- 
gain : by the constitution, the power of 
declaring war belongs exclusively to 
Congress. 
We have been often enga- 


ged in war with the Indian tribes with- 
in our limits ; but when have these hos- 
tilities been preceded or accompanied 
by an act of Congress declaring war a- 
gainst the tribe which was the object of 
them ? And was the prosecution of 
such hostilities an usurpation, in each 
case, by the Executive which conduc- 
ted them, of the constitutional power of 
Congress ? It must have been so, I ap- 
prehend, if these tribes are to be con- 
sidered as foreign and independent na- 
tions. 


The steps taken to prevent intrusion 


upon Indian lands had their origin with 
the commencement of our Government, 
and became the subject of special legis- 
lation in 1802, with the reservations 
which have been mentioned in favor of 
the jurisdiction of the State, With the 
exception of South Carolina, who has 
uniformly regulated the Indians within 
her limits without the aid of the Gener- 
al Government, they have been felt 
within all the States of the South, with- 
out being understood to affect their 
rights or prevent the exercise of their 
jurisdiction, whenever they were in a 
situation to assume and enforce it.— 
Georgia, though materially concerned, 
has, on this principle, forcbornc to 
spread her legislation further than the 
settlements of her own white citizens, 
until she has recently perceived within 
her limits a people claiming to be capa- 
ble of self-government, sitting in legis- 
lative council, organizing courts, and 
administering justice. To disarm such 
an anomalous invasion of her sovereign- 
ty, she has declared her determination 
to execute her own laws throughout her 
own limits: a step which seems to have 
been anticipated by the proclamation of 
1783, and which is perfectly consistent 
with the 19th section of the act of 1802. 
According to the language and reason- 
ing of that section, the tribes to the 
south and ihe southwest are not only 
"surrounded by settlements of the citi- 
zens o3' the U. Slates," but are now also 
"within the ordinary jurisdiction of the 
individual States." They became so 
from the moment the laws of the Stale 
were extended over them, and ihe same 
result follows ihc similar determination 
of Alabama and Mississippi. Those 
Sialcs have each a right to claim in be- 
half of their position, no;v on ihisques- 
lion, ihc sunit: respect which is conce- 
ded lo Ihc other Slates of the Union. 


Towards this race of people, 1 enter- 


tain the kkidest feelings; and aan not 
sensible that the -news, which 1 haie 
taken of their true interests, are less fa- 
V03-,ible to lbe33i, than tho.se which op- 
po<-e thdr tnnigration to the west 
Yriirs since, 1 staled to them 3333* belief, 
that if Ihe Stales ch'jsr lo cMcnd their 
laws over them, it would 3301 be ha ihe 
pov.cr of tbc Federal Government lo 
prevent U.

Slates agj-ce lo defray their expenses, 
to supply them the means of tiNauspor- 
tatiojj, and a year's support after they 
reach their new homes—a provision too 
liberal ;,:ul kind to deserve the stamp of 
ijijuslicc. Either course promises them 
peace ai-d happiness, whilst an obsti- 
nate persevcrai.ee in the eiTori to main- 
tain their possessions independent of 
the State authority, cannot fail to ren- 
der their condition still more helpless 
aa.d mibcruble. 
Such an effort ought, 


therefore, to be dtscounlcnauccd by all 


who sincerely sympathise in the for- 
tunes of this peculiar people, and espe- 
cially by the political bodies of the U- 
nion, as calculated to disturb the har- 
mony of the two Governments, and to 
endanger the safety of the many bles- 
sings they enable us to enjoy. 


As connected with the subject of this 


inquiry, 1 beg leave to refer to the ac- 
companying letter from the Secretary 
of War, enclosing the order which pro- 
ceeded from that Department, and a 
letter from the Governor of Georgia.

constantly regarded. Every confidence 
is reposed in your discretion, that in 
performing this unpleasant duty, it will 
be done in a way to avoid as much as 
possible anv strong excitement.

IMPROVEMENT BI LL. 


The improvement bill was yesterday re- 


turned to the legislature with the signature 
of the Governor, accompanied vvitii the fol- 
lowing message. 
To the Senate and House of Eepresenta- 


tives of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


GENTLEMEN : 


The bill, entitled "An act to continue 


the improvement of the state by canals 
and rail-roads/5 has been in my posses- 
sion since the twelfth instant, and has 
received that deliberate consideration to 
which the magnitude and importance of 
its provisions entitle it, and which our 
constituents had a right to expect it 
would receive before it should be ap- 
proved and become a law. 


In the message transmitted to the two 


Houses al the opening of the present 
session of the legislature, the. propriety 
of confining the appropriations for ob- 
jects of internal improvement for the 
current year to the connecting links of 
the main route from Philadelphia to 
Pittsburg, with a view to complete a 
connected line of communication be- 
tween those two important points, was 
pressed upon the attention of the legis- 
lature. from an honest conviction on 
my part, that the substantial interests 
as well as the true policy of the com- 
monwealth would be best promoted by 
pursuing that course: And that, at 
most, in addition to the completion of 
the main line, the North and West 
Branch divisions of the canal should be 
extended into the coal regions towards 
which they severally tend, in order that 
the utility and public advantages ol 
these several public works might be 
tested at as early a period as possible, 
and that they might soon be made to 
contribute, in some measure, to the in- 
crease of the revenues of the state. — 
The commencement of any new pro- 
ject of improvement was at the same 
lime deprecated and considered, then 
as now, as being entirely impolitic ; as 
tending to embarrass and delay the op- 
eration of the government in comple- 
ting any portion of the public works, 
and as manifestly calculated to produce 
an enect which instead of infusing con- 
fidence into the public mind that some 
advantages will be speedily realized by 
the public, and that the treasury will 
soon receive some return from those 
improvements, as jn earnest that the 
sums which haw from time to lime 


:c:: drawn from it \\n\c not been ex- 


pended hi vain, would tend to dampen 
the ardour «jth which our citizens 
were heretofore animated in f;nor of, 
aud lo impair their confidence in a ,->ys- 
tem ofimprovomenls, which, if conduc- 
ted upon right principles, v, ould not fail 
to inspire both. 


15m although such were and still con- 


t n u e to be the roiivjctinn*; of my own 
3333-nd, a maiority of the legislature has 
thought proper to pursue a different 
course, anil to authorise, bv the bill now 


self bound by the respect which 1 trust 
I .shall always entertain for the opinions 
of the legislature, when fairly expres 
sed, to yield my judgment to theirs, be- 
lieving, as J do, that the constitution 
never'contemplated that the negative 
upon all laws with which it has armed 
the executive, should be interposed in a 
case circumstanced like the present— 
a question of sheer expediency. 


The question of the greatest difficul- 


ty, and which is calculated to create 
more embarrassment, in the operations 
of the government, in relation to the 
system" of internal improvements, is 
that relating to a fund for the payment 
of the interest on the public debt. 
The 


same difficulty would have existed, 
however, to a certain extent, if the bill 
in question had never been passed. 
A 


crisis has been produced in the affairs 
of the commonwealth, which must be 
met by those entrusted with the con- 
cerns of the government, and the direc- 
tion of its affairs: and although it has 
been brought about by no act of ours, it 
will nevertheless be our duty 'o meet it 
honestly, and with firmness, and to pro- 
vide the means, to guard against any 
injurious 
effects 
or 
consequences, 


which it might otherwise be calculated 
to produce. 
If justice to the public 


creditors, as well as a proper regard 
for the faith and credit of the common- 
wealth would have required, that an ad- 
equate source of revenue for the pay- 
ment of-irAercst should have been pro- 
vided, under the circumstances in 
which we were placed before the pas- 
sing of the bill now under considera- 
tion, it can scarcely be necessary to re- 
mind an enlightened legislature of the 
additional obligation imposed upon 
them by the provision of the bill which 
gave rise to this communication, to pro- 
vide an ample interest fund. 


With a firm reliance upon the integ- 


rity and patriotism of the members of 
the legislature of Pennsylvania, to 
whom this communication is addres- 
sed, and feeling assured that the faith 
and credit of the state are objects of 
their anxious solicitude, 1 have every 
reason to believe, that this legislature 
will not consent to separate, until it 
s^all have provided such ample means 
for raising a revenue as will place the 
credit of the commonwealth, forever 
hereafter, on a basis which cannot be 
shaken. 


Under these considerations, and un- 


der a firm conviction, that a contrary 
course would be productive of conse- 
quences destructive to the best inter- 
ests of the commonwealth, I have this 
clay approved and signed the said bill, 
entitled, "An act to continue the im- 
provement of the state by canals and 
rail-roads," and directed the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth to return the 
same to the House of Representatives, 
in which it originated.

The Supreme Court of the U. States 


have decided that they have not juris- 
diction in the Cherokee suit which was 
argued by Messrs. Wirtand Sergeant. 
The Court were divided on the ques- 
tion — the Chief Justice, and Justices 
Johnson, M'Lean and Baldwin, against 
Justices Thompson and Story. 
We 


learn that the speeches of the counsel, 
as well as the opinions of the Judges, 
will be published. It is understood 
that all the judges, except one, think 
that Georgia has acted wrongfully in 
extending her laws over the Cherokee 
territory, and molesting the Cherokees, 
as she has clone. 
The decision of the 


Court embraces only the point of cog- 
nizance; and it is strong evidence of 
the scrupulosity of a tribunal that has 
been so harshly and unwarrantably tax- 
ed with a spirit of usurpation. 


With regard to the unfortunate Cher- 


okees, it is doubtful what effect this re- 
sult of their application to the Supreme 
Court will have upon them. 
We ap- 


prehend, while we sincerely deprecate, 
some ultimate violence — a melancholy 
and fruitless struggle. 
The Indians 


xperience a fate like that of Niobe's 
children — they seem destined to perish 
alL by inevitable causes visible or invis- 
ible. 
From one source or other, fatal 


shafts are constantly sped, by which 
they are immediately destroyed, or dri- 
ven into some field of gradual extermi- 
nation. 
They can no longer escape 


the withering contact or ruthless cupid- 
ity of what is called civilization; — this 
tide, as it is also styled, follows them as 
the waters of the deluge rose upon the 
fugitives to the mountains. 


When they appeal to the immutable 


principles of right and the obligations 
of treaty, they find no umpirage by 
which their claims may be regularly 
adjudged, nor impartial 
power 
by 


which their humble fo: tunes maybe 
shielded. 
They have surrendered the 


greater part of their original posses- 
sions, their best opportunities of de- 
fence and vengeance, under the forms 
of artificial law and diplomacy: When 
they seek some security and protection, 
in reference to the relics of their terri- 
tory and independence, they discover 
that all the solemn stipulations were 
but a mockery, — that law and diploma- 
cy can be used to defeat all their hopes 
and endeavors.
